1IE ancient city of Slavna. for 
a thousand yours or more and 
uudor many dynasties the eapi- 
tui of Kravuitia. is an island set 


In a plain. It lies in the broad valley 
of the Krutli. which at this point Hows 
due oast. Inunediatcly above the city 
the river divides into two bram-hcs, 
known as the North and South rivers. 
Slavna is clasped in the embrace of 
these channels. Conditioned by their 
course, its form is not circular, but 
pear shaped, for they bend out in grad- 
nil broad curves to their greatest dis- 
lauce from one uuulhei, HMi>i>iu.K-ii- 
lug quickly after that point is passed 
till they meet again at the end. or. 
rather, what was originally the end, 
of the city to the east. The single re- 
united river may stand for the stalk of 
the pear. 


In old days the position was a strong 


one. Nowadays it is obviously much 
less defensible, and those in power 
had recognized this fact in two ways- 
first by allocating money for a new and 
scientific system of fortifications, sec- 
ond by destroying almost entirely the 
ancient and out of date walls which 
had once ix'en the protection of the 
city. Part of the wall on the north 
side, indeed, still stood, but where it 
had escaped ruin it was incumbered 
and built over with warehouses and 
•wharfs, for the North river is the 
channel of commerce and the medium 
of trade with the country round about. 
To the south the wall has been entirely 
demolished, its site l>eing occupied by a 
boulevard, on to which faces a line of 
handsome modern residences, for as 
the North river is for trade, so the 
South is for pleasure, and this boule- 
vard has been carried across the 
stream and on beyond the old limits of 
the city and runs for a mile or farther 
on the right bank of the reunited 
Krath. funning a delightful and well 
shaded promenade, where the citizens 
are accustomed to take their various 
forms of exercise. 


Opposite to it. on the left bank, lies 


the park attached to the palace. That 
building itself, dating from 1820 and 
regrettably typical of the style of its 
period, faces the river on the left bank 
just where the stream takes a broad 
sweep to the south, giving a rounded 
margin to the king's pleasure grounds. 
Below the palace there soon comes 
open country on both banks. The bou- 
levard merges in the main post road to 
Volseni and to the mountains which 
form the eastern frontier of the king- 
dom. At this date and for a consider- 
able number of years afterward the 
only railway. line in Krnvonia did- not 
follow the course of the Krath. which 
itself afforded facilities for trallic and 
intercourse, but ran down from the 
worth, having its terminus on the left 
bank of the North river, whence a car- 
riage bridge cave access tu the city. 


To vote money is one tiling, to raise 


It another, and to spend it on the desig- 
nated objects a third. Not a stone nor 
ji sod of the new forts was yet in place, 
and Slavna's solitary defense vas the 
ancient castle which stood on the left 
of the bank just at the point of bisec- 
tion, facing the casino and the botanical 
gardens on the opposite bank.

Two or three hundred 
men could find quarters there, and. al- 
though it is under modern conditions 
of little use acainst an enemy from 
without, it occupies a position of con- 
siderable strength with regard to the 
city itself. It formed at this time the 
headquarters and residence of the com- 
mandant of the garrison, a post held by 
the heir to the throne, the Prince of 
Slavna. 


In spite of the flatness of the sur- 


rounding country, the appearance of 
Slnvna is not unpirturesque. Time and 
toe nana or man (the people are a color 
loving racei have given many tints, 
soft and bright, to the roofs, gables and 
•walls of the old quarter of the north 
town, over »vhich Suleiman's tower 
broods with nn antique impressiveness. 
Behind the pleasant residences which 
border on the southern boulevard lie 
handsome streets of commercial build- 
ings and shops, these last again glow- 
ing with diversified and gaudy colors.

Not a few good private equi- 
pages were, however, to be seen, for 
the Kravoniaus have been from of old 
lovers of horses.

and a virile, earnest Christianity, Dr. Newell Dwigbt Hiilis has preached "for 
ten years \\ith growing f.iaie :v:id inllueiiee. 


He was born in Iowa in 1S">8 of n long line of Puritan ancestry. At an carn- 


age he went to Nebraska and alter absorbing a!l the education it v. as possible for 
him to get at the village school, he- v.ork<_d on Ir.s father's f.irni. 
He lived much 


alone, out in the open, clo-e to the heart of Nature, :n a poetic kinship with 
the beauty of the woods, rivers, sky and :.J.:1', l-'Y-ng it ".11 without haidly know- 
ing why, uuconcioasiy transforming the seeming trivial repetitions of "natural 
phenomena, into spiritual sentiment, fine instinctive interrelations and illumina- 
tion. It was the awakening of the boy's religious spirit; the dawning of the 
impulse that was to dominate his life. 


At seventeen he was a missionary employed by the American Sunday School 


Union, to establish Sunday schools in the V.'est. and soon had sixty-five to his 
credit. 
His life at Grir.nell Aeadamy. Lake Forest University and McCormick 


Theological Seminary from \\hich he graduated with high honors, was a tribute 
to the earnestness and sincerity of his purpose. He knew poverty at c!o:,e range 
and " worked his way" through college by hard manual L-.bor which may have 
toughened his hands'but which surely strengthened his moral muscks an'd pre* 
pared him better for his later work. 


He had seven years of successful pastoral work at Pcoria and Evanston, 111., 


before he was called in 1S9-1 to succeed Prof. Swing r.t the Central Church of 
Chicago. 
It was a severe test for a young iv.an to take up the work of a venera- 


ble preacher like Swing, with a rich critical congregation 'held together, not by a 
creed, but by the eloquence of the gentle teacher who had endeared himself to 
them by his preaching and his personality; but Dr. Ilillis was more than equal 
to the situation, the church grew in numbers and influence under his ministry, 
and with deep i egret his people surrendered him to Plymouth Church in 1809 
after exhausting every inducement to keep him with the'm. 


% Dr. Hillis has been a keen reader of the great writers and tjhinkers of the 


ages, a constant lover of Nature and a student of life and humanity, and from 
these sources has come a wealth of impressions, that, filtering through his indi- 
vidual mind, has given a rich illuminating sweetness, color, warmth and poetry 
to his sermons, bis lectures and his books.

n. committee: the committee had no 
legal authority; they elected Senator 
3Io\\c chairman upon a motion, fixed 
the compensation at $!."> per day for 
employes of the city government of 
Cleveland, and employed an attorney 


I at $10 per day and expenses, who 
! seems to have abandoned thorn when 
Senator Howe's cause appeared to be 
lost. The purpose of the investigation 
was purely and maliciously partisan. 
I can say. as an absolute truth, which 
can not be disputed by a syllable of 
the testimony taken, that every state- 
cm in of the synopsis of the report of 
Se;:r.tor Howe, prepared by him for 
publication, making any charge of ir- 
regularity or unbusinesslike methods 
on the part of any official referred to 
in the synopsis is false.
